6000 ftreng, bu: not in a very good Condition. 
From the Am. and Leid. Gaz. dated April 24. 
Madrid, April3. AS our Troops are weil nigh 
compleat, and ready .o take the Field. The Gran- 
dees have a'l of them miude Pree-Gifts to the King

The Troops 
that are to compofe the Army under the Marquis 
de Bay in Eframadura, are in fu] March to take 
the Field; mean while we have receiv’d Advice, 
that the Portugueze ere encamp’d already ; and that 
they have reinforc’d the Garrifon of Almeyda to the 

umber of 2000 Foor, and 500 Horfz. On Sun-
